COMPLAINT OF SHIPPING 
. COMPANIES 


“UNFAIR: TREATMENT” 
—— 

Much dissatisfaction is being voiced 
by Chinese shipping companies against 
what they deséribe as “unfair treat- 
ment terding to benefit foreign ship- 
ping companies and to bring disaster 
on Chinese companies.” This, says 
the “North China Daily News,” re- 
fers to the shipment of tobacco leaf on 
Chinese vessels which, the Chinese 
shipping companies say,. are being 
subjected to a special tax while 
foreign companies are exempt. 

It was only recently, they say, that 
the Ministry of Finance decided to 
impose a special tax of $1 on cach 
bale of tobacco leaf shipped to Shang- 
hai from Haichow. © This order na- 
turally meant that all companies 
engaged in this trade, irrespective 
of nationality, would have to pay, but 
apparently it is being imposed only 
on Chinese companies for, when they 
berth alongside the wharves in Nantae, 
inspectors come aboard and, after 
inspection, call for the payment of 
this tax. Foreign vessels bringing 
the same kind of cargo to Shanghai 
berth alongside wharves in the Inter- 
national Settlement and for some 
reason or other, they do not have to 
pay. ; 

This ‘unfair treatment tends to 
benefit foreign shipping companies 
and to bring disaster on Chinese com- 
panies, they say, for Chinese ship- 
ping companies are thrown out o 
bus'ness so far as the shipment of 
tohacen leaf is eoncerned while the 
foreign companies are reaping the 
benefit, oe 

It the course of a pettion to the 
‘Minister of Finance, the Chinese com- 
panies point out this unfair state of 
affairs and request the Minister to 
take steps to rectify the situation and 
to improve the treatment accorded to 
Chinese companies. 


WORLD TRADE 


POSITION IN CANADA, U.S., AND 
SIAM : 


RECORD INCREASES. 

Although the crop year did not end 
until August 1, all records for the 
movement of grain. through the 
Pacific Coast ports of Canada had 
already been broken by the middle 
of June. Shipments made through 
the port of Vancouver, Prince Rupert 
and Vietoria during the part of the 
year to date totalled over 9,400,000 
bushels, as compared with 90,797,000 
bushels for the previous complete 
The increase in ship- 


ments through the port of Vancouver 
is approximately 15,000,000 bushels. 

The fact that Canada now ships 
more than $0,000,000 bushels of her 
annual wheat crop through Pacific 
ports is the more significant when it 
is recalled that the tota] wheat crop 
of the whole Dominion in 1901 was 
only 55,572,368 bushels. The total 
export of Canadian wheat in the first 
year of this century was 9,739,758 
bushels. Now. nearly 10 times that 
is being shipped from the 
port of Vancouver alone. 

The Orient’s Share 

The great amount of Canadian 
wheat which now moves westward for 
shipment to the Orient, or to Europe, 
via the Panama Canal, does not ap- 
pear in the slightest degree to have 
affected the totals moving eastward. 
Shipments eastbound from the head 
of the Great Lakes in the present crop 
year have totalled 342,000,000 bushels, 
compared with 249,000,000 bushels in 
the corresponding part of the pre- 
vious y2ar. 

Further evidence of the growing 
importance of Vancouver is given by 
the announcement that the Alberta 
Wheat Pool terminal elevator No. 1 at 
Vancouver is to have its capacity in- 
creased from 2,500,000 to 5,256,000 
bushels, which will make it one of 
the largest elevators in the world. 
With the completion _of this exten- 
sion, the Alberta Pool will own or 
control 8,150,000 bushels of terminal 
storage for grain ‘on the Pacifie Coast. 
Of this total 1,250,000 bushels storage 
is provided by the terminal elevator 
at‘Prince Rupert, B.C. 


CANADIAN PROSPERITY 


It is reported from Ottawa that 
practically all the indices issued. by 
the Government representing indus- 
trial and trade conditions during the 
first half .of the year “show. steady 
and broadly distributed advances on. 
the corresponding period. of 1928. 
There is every sign that there wil! 
be no general sinckening in. manirfac- 
turing output, building construction, 
and industrial employment during the 
second half of the -year. : .

CRIME IN THE COLONY 
Increase In Serious Offences Reported 


PIRATE “PASSENGERS 


“Aineeean Trunk With False Bottom 


As briefly referred to in a lead- 
ing article, the report of the Cap- 
tain Superintendent of Police for 
1928, shows that the total number 
of cases reported to the Police dur- 
ing the year was 19,610 as against 
24,444 in 1927, being a decrease of 
4,834 or 19.7 per cent. The average 
for the last ‘ive years is 19,690. 
[the division of. these cases into 
serious and minor offences there 
were 5,201 serious cases ip 1928 as 
against 4,553 in 1927, an increase 
of 644 or 12.3 per cent. There were 
14,409 _minor cases in 1928 as 
against 19,891 minor. cases in 1927, 
a decrease of 5,482 or 27.5 per cent.

These figures inc ude both Hong 
Kong and Kowloon. ‘The temporary 
searchers were dispensed with on 
September 1, 1928, and replaced by 
regular duty Chinese constables. 
On January 17, 1928, an attempt- 
ed piracy occurred on board the s.s. 
“San Nam Hei” whilst proceeding 
from Kong Mun to Kau Kong. The 
ship ‘arrived safely from Hong 
Kong at Kong Mun; at the latter 
place a number of passengers were 
taken on board, who eventually 
turned out to be pirates. The 
Chief Officer and two Indian guards 
were shot dead during the attack. 
A determined resistance was -offer- 
ed by the Ship’s officers and the 
pirates were defeated and forced 
to jump overboard. The number of 
piracies ‘committed in adjacent 
waters during the years 1927 and 
1928 shows a deerease of 14 in 
the number of piracies other than 
Bias Bay piracies, and a decrease 
of two in the number of Bias Bay 
piracies. 
There were six seizures of arms, 
not including daggers, during the 
year. The largest was a seizure

16, when two American travelling 
trunks were found to contain false 
bottoms in which were concealed 
one Thompson sub machine gun, 
three revolvers, one automatic, one 
luger pistol, and 1,200 rounds of 
ammunition. No arrest was made 
in this case. 

The s.s. “Yuet On’, “Charles 
Hardouin”, and “Paul Beau”, which 
were formerly plying between Hong 
Kong and Canton, transferred in 
December, 1928, to the Kong Mun 
run, thus making a total of 8 river 
steamers plying to Canton, and 8 
to Kong Mun. 

Opium Divan Campaign 

Serious crime in 1928 showed an 
increase over that in 1927—5,201 
cases against 4,553 in 1927. Minor 
crime showed a considerable de- 
crease—19,610 cascs against 24,444 
eases In 1927. The increase in 
serious crime is almost entirely ac- 
counted for by the increase under 
larceny. There was an increase of 
four in murders, and in robbery 
cases there was a decrease of one. 
The decrease in minor offences is 
very largely due to the withdrawal 
of the campaign against opium 
divans, as there were 5,855 opium 
cases in 1927 as against 624 only 
in 1928. _ 

There has been a gradual, but 


constant, inerease in the population } 


of the Colony during the year, due 
to the. gradual return towards 
normal conditions in the adjoining 
province of. Kwangtung.

22-were sent to Canton, and 775 
were sent te Deep Bay. ” 

With the exception of items two 
and three about 80 per cént. of the 
medizants had been sent out of this 
Colony more than once. 

Dogs Ordinance 

Owing. to the prevalence of rabies 
in the Colony the muzzling order 
continued in force throughout the 
yar. One thousand and twenty- 
file dogs were. destroyed in 1928 
ascompared with 1,216 in 1927. 

Traffic in Arms and Ammunition 

No definite information has been 
obtained concerning arms smug- 
gling agencies during the year, but 
the seizures effected: showed that 
sth agencies are still carrying on 
am active trade. In almost every 
eae it.is clear that the arms seized 
wee for importation into China, 
and that Hong Kong is merely 
beng used as a transhipment port. 
Tie following paragraphs give a 
summary of the more important 
emes and seizures effected during 
the year:— 

On March 22, 1928, a-Chinese 
colie was arrested comirg off the 
gangway of the s.s. “President Lin- 
edn”, carrying a leather suitease in 
which Police found 12 .38 long re- 
vdvers and 1,200 rounds of -am- 
munition. This had probably been 
brought in as passengers’ luggage, 
but owner could not be discovered. 

On Apri] 2, -1928, the Water 
Police visited s.s. “Morea” and, con- 
celled in various places in the 
crews’ quarters and the engine- 
rom, found 19 automatic and 2,050 


rounds of ammunition of French 


manufacture. No arrest was made, 
as there was no definite indication 
of the ; ersons responsible for im- 
porting the arms. 

On May 10, 1928, a Chinese de- 
tetive on patrol duty on a sampan 
in the Harbour at ‘Aberdeen, stop- 
pel a junk’s dinghy which was 
emssing the Harbour being rowed 
by a Chinese female. On the 
dinghy he discovered 391 automatic 
pitols and 49,157 rounds of am- 
munition of French and Belgian 
munufactirre, -. These arms weré 
evidently about to be smuggled out 
ofthe Colony. ~* : 


Smugglers’ Cave Dump -

On his approach the men 
scattered and only one Chinese fire- 
man was arrested. Police were 
called to the ship and in 8 galvaniz- 
ed iron tins found 54 automatic 
pistols, 1 revolver and 5,500 rounds

gian make: These arms-had ap- 
parently been concealed on the ship 
at Anwerp by the firemen. 

On August 31,1928, Police visit-

SLEEPLESSNESS 


. Insomnia is one ne of those diseases 
which have undoubtedly become 
i much more frequent in recent years. 
The restlessness of modern life 
and the increased “nervous strain 
that goes with it have led dwellers 
_in large cities to reply more than 
| they used to upon, hypnotic drugs. 
; The market is so flooded with these 
! aids to sleep that.a sound choice 
is very difficult. Those who have 
encountered the problem will be in- 
terested by the following notice, 
which we reprint as it stands. from 
the Danish newspaper, ‘Kopenhavyn.’

A DEFINITE STEP FORWARD 


Cardiff, July. 30. ° 

“As un experiment this has been an 
exceptionally fine‘ performance,” said 
Mr. C. J, Jefferson, head of the United 
States Shipping Board Fuel Conser- 
vation Committee, to “The Journal of 
Commeree,” on beard the “West Alsek.” 

The “West Alsek” is the first ship to 
cross the Atlantic fitted entirely for 
the burning of pulverised coal. A 
‘party of shipping men and engineers 
left London this morning by special 
rain for Avonmouth us the guests of 
Captain P. C. Grening, director for 
Burope of the U.S. Shipping Board 
| Merchant Fleet Corporation, joined the 
'“West Alsek,”. crossed the Bristol 
Channel io Cardiff, and returned to 
London to-night. They had an admir- 
able opportunity of examining the Todd 
Unit system of pulverised coal burning 
under actual sea conditions, and agreed 


. {that a very notable advance has been 


made in the application of pulverised 
coal for marine purposes. 

it was interesting to not¢ amongst 
the visitors representatives of sll the 
chief pulveriged cecal systems, both 
British and-.American. Although com- 
petitors, there appears to be a friendly 
interchange of data and experience, and 
\this doubtless helps the new source of 
power for ships to develop more 
rapidly. 

Continuing his conversation Mr. 
Jefferson, who has lcen accompanied 
by Mr,.Perry Haines, chief engineer to 
the Todd Company, said:— 


The Increase in Speed 


“I do not consider this to be the 
final solution of the preblem of powder- 
ed coal, but we have made a really de- 
finite step -forward in producing 4a 
commercial article that can be satis- 
fuetorily operated continuously in 
trade services. We have an. increase 
of 1% knots in speed as compared with 
ordinary coal firing, using 10-per cent. 
less coal per mile. The caal costs 5s. 


‘la ton less than ordinary bunker coal, 


and there is a reduction of 30 per cent. 
in firing room. 

“We have used American, Scotch and 
Welsh coal, adjusting the equipment 
accordingly, and we burn coal from 18 
to 32 per cent. volatile with success. 

“Our maximum speed has been 11.05 
knots, an average of 914 knots, and be- 
fore the installation she did only 8 
knots.” 7 i 

Mr. Jefferson thought pulverised fuel 
could not be applied to passenger ships 
just yet. it was no use being in toc 
great u hurry. The system has only 
just started, put was developing rapid- 
ly. The full story will be given at the 
Fuel Conference on October 24 in a 
paper by Mr: Jefferson. He believes 
the pulverised coal burner will be as 
successful as the oil' burner. ¥ 

The Todd oil-burning equipment is 
known throughout the shipping world, 
where it has been in successful opera- 
tien for thé last 20 years, and now 
the corporatior offers a pulverised coal 
equipment equally good. No complete 
data will be available unti! the ship has 
made the round voyage, and this will 
be published in the United States. 

The “West Alsek,” an 3,800 tons 
deadweight cargo ship, is part of a fleet , 
of eight vessels run by the Oriol Line 
and the first ship fitted with Todd 
burners on all boilers. There are nine 
eoal burners, and the pulverisers are 
set back about six feet from the front 
of the boilers. An overhead pipe dis- 
tributes the powdered coal. The ar- 
rangement in the boiler-room is very 
neat, and if the ship was not very clean 
it was due to the fact she has been trad- 
ing continuously since June 19. She 
leaves to-morrow (Wednesday) for 
Baltimore. 

Like other vessels of the same type, 


« {the “West Alsek” has been regarded as 


rather expensive to operate, being a 
hard steamer and requiring consider- 
able labour to handle coal from the 
bunkers to the furnaces, as the coal is 
stored partly in the ‘tween decks and 
party in the cross-buiker. With the 
new installation it is expected that the 
yperating costs will be greatly reduced. 
Another feature of the new installation 
is the improvement in the firemen’s 
working conditions. due to the fact that 
no coal dust or ash is visible at any 
time. Combustion is practically as 
complete as though oil were being used 
instead of cos]. 

The co2l nulverising machinery and 
burners on the “West Alsek’* were de- 
veloped by the engineers of the Todd 
Shipyards Corporation, in. co-operation

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with the ‘Erie City Iron Works and the. 
fuel experts of the Fuel Conservation 
Committee of the Shipping Board, 
working under the direction of Mr. 
Cart J. Jefferson. The installation was 
made at thé Tebo plant of the Todd 
Shipyards Corporation. 

Compactness of the .mills, the high 
degree of fineness of pulverisation, and 
the fact. that the equipment has been 
installed on a typical cargo ship with- 
out encroachment on the spaces beyond 
the engine-room, are some of the fea- 
tures of the system. - ‘ ‘ 


The Burners 

The burners are believed to be the 
most effective type for securing a good 
rmixtnre of coal dust and-.air for com 
bustion. ~ They are so arranged that 
adjustments can be made on the dif- 
fusing cone. from the furnace front. 
Provision is made for the introduction 
of an ignition torch, and a small eapa- 
city oil burner is installed for this pur- 
pose. AlHow&nce also has- been made 
for the introduction of a large eapa- 
city oil burner, when fuel market con- 
ditions may make its use desirable. 

Coal is trimmed from the bunkers 
through a. crustier of the high 
speed fixed-hammer type, with a hinged 
bottom to facilitate the removal of 
tramp iron and other solids. After 
passing through the crusher, which re 
duces it to hulf-inch size, the coal goez 
to a screw conveyor which delivers it 
to the individual pulverisers connecting 
with each-of the nine furnaces. The 
pulverisers are driven by direct-con- 
hected Westinghouse steam turbin-s. 

Under reduced -loads, such a3 
maneuvring or in port, provision’ is 
made to. shut off the supply entirely 
from one or more of the mills, ~The 
mill is of the two-stage, centrifugal 
type, fitted with a fan having trangen- 
tial discharge. The coal is discharged 
from the fan to the burners through 
flexible tubing. 

In passing through the burners, the 


.coal and the primary aix, which is con- 


veying it, are given a rotating motion 
by the internal diffuser. This rota- 


tion is augmented by tangential air flow 


produced by the secondary air coming 
through the registers fitted in the How- 
den fronts.

The “West Alsek” is a cargo ship of 
inary build and characteristics, and 
engined with a three-cylinder, 
triple-expansion engine of usual type. 
The auxiliary machinery, both below 
and on deck, is the type found on the 
majority of steam cargo carriers. 

There are three single-ended Scotch 
boilers, each -having three furnaccs. 
Before converting the vessel into a pul- 
verised coal burner these boilers were 
equipped. te burn coal on the-grate and 
used Howden heated. forced draught. 
The combustion chambers are therefore 
separate for each furnace. 

The United States Shipping Board 
designated the “West Alsek” for the 
installation of the Todd putverised.coal- 
burning equipment, because she repre- 
sents the great majority of ocean- 
going cargo ships, both in, machinery. 
equipment, speed and general make-up, 
and is the type of ship that generally 
gives the owners the most concern in 
the reductior operating costs, 


NORWAY’S LEAD — 


SCANDINAVIAN MERCHANT 
SHIPPING FIGURES 


FLEET INCREASES 

Statisties concerning the situation of 
the merchant flects. of the Scandinavian 
edunin@:s on July 1 have just been pub- 
lished by the Norske Veritas Bureau. 
It is shown that during the-half-year 
ended with-June 30,1929, the net addi- 
tions to the fleet of Norway amounted 
to.18 ships of a total of 114,200 gross 
tons, of which 97,500 tons represented 
motorships and the balance steamers. 
The fleet of Sweden was-increased in 
the six months by a motorship tonnage 
of 14,000 and steamers’by 9,200 tons, 
while the. flect of Denmark experienced 
an augmentation of 5,800 tons. 

On July 1 the fleet of Norway com- 
prised 1,489 steamers-of a total of’ 
2,227,000 gross tons,.298 motorships of 
910,000 tons and 18 sailing ships of 
4,600 tons. In the case of Sweden the 
corresponding figures are 1,089 steam- 
ers of 1,070,000 gross tons, 230 motor- 
ships of 398,000 tons and 138 sailing 
vessels of 30,100 tons, Denmark is third 
with 510 steamers of 73,400 gross 
tons, 120 maotorships of. 302,000 tons 
and 76 sailing ships of 21,600 tons. 


New Construction

U.S.. SHIPPING 

POLICY OF BUILDING 
PROGRAMME. ~ 


AMBITIOUS SCHEME 


The revival of the United States 
merchant marine through the medium 
of Governmert aid after a struggle of 
sixty years to bring about the neces: 
sary legislation was the text selected 
by Edward C. Plummer, vice-chairman 
of the Shipping Board, for his address 
at the recent 82nd annual convention. 
of the Zcta Psi fraternity, state New 
York advices. 

After reviewing. the vicissitudes of 
U.S. shipping since the time of Pre- 
sident Grant, when the first definite 
effort was made to restore it to its 
former prestige, Mr.. Plummer said:— 

“Our latest law begins by providing 


{that after a man actually has put into 


a ship under construction in a United 
States yard enough of his own money 
to pay one-quarter.of that vessel's en- 
tire cost, he may borrow from the Gov- 
ernment, at around. 3% per cent., 
enough money to pay the remaining 75 
per cent. building expense. This: en- 
ables a great saving in interest charges 
‘to be made during the 20 years allowed 
him in Which to pay. that loan. 

“Then practically all ships employed

States and foreign countries are eligi-

from a few freighters of as low as 
thirteen. knots to fine passenger ships 
of ‘twenty-one knots, not te mention 
the two mammoth craft of not less than 
twenty-seven knots which will be built 
under the Shipping Board’s contract 
with the United States Lines. 

‘ “And this building programme .al- 
ready entered upon is but 2 beginning. 
During the period covered’ by these 
mail contracts, all of which are for ten 
years, the lines benefitted will have re- 
placed a large portion of their present 
ships;-gnd since the law contemplates 
renewals of these contracts, the Post- 
master-General having, however, 
authority to reduce the rate of’ com- 
pensation if at the end of ten years 
conditions have materially reduced the 
handicaps under which our ships now 
struggle, there can be no doubt that 
mail contract lines wil! not only be 
steadily improved to keep abreast of 
competitors, but that they will be per- 
manently operated. 


Liberal Shipping Policy 

“For the past six years have again 
demonstrated what ‘every student of 
commerce knows, that home ships build 
up home trade abroad as no other ships 
ean or will. The fact that during his 
six-year period the oeean-borne foreign 
trade of the United States has increas- 
ed as much as it grew during the whole 
preceding half century, while we were 
depending so-largely on foreign ships 
Spindle our cargoes, speaks for it- 
_ “That our shipping policy is liberal 
in reality and not merely: a diplomatic 
language, is shown by the fact that no 
other nation furnishes to the ships of 
its maritime competitors ocean business 
equalling that which the United- States 
furnishes to foreign-flag ships. Last 
year 5,100 vessels of 23,000,000 “gross 
tons, representing twenty-eight differ- 
ent countries, found employment 
handling the commerce of this country. 
We paid $750,000,000 of ocean trans- 
bortation—$2,000,000 per day for every 
day in the year, and of that sum the 
foreigner took one and a third million 
dollars every twenty-four hours, not 
stopping on Sundays or holidays. 

- Vast Ocean Business. 

“Furthermore, of the vast ocean busi- 
hess which we furnished foreign vessels 
last year, one-half, was taken by ships 
of nations which- neither produced nor 
purchased the cargoes carried—a con- 
dition which —calls for serious _con- 
sidergtion. No one dealing with this

COLLISION IN FOG 


: JUDGMENT TN | ADMIRALTY 
. COURT CASE 


Justice Hill, in the Admiralty 
Court, found the steamer “City of 
Khios,” of Liverpool, one-third to 
blame -and | the. steamer “Delta,” of 
Belfast two-thirds to blame for a col- 
lision off the mouth of the Tagus on 
July 19 of Jast year. The case had 
been transferred ‘from the Liverpool 
istrict Registry. 

His Lordship said both had- reduced 
speed for fog, and were going slow just 
before the collision. The “City -of 
Khios,” however, was‘to blame for not 
stopping her engines on! hearing the 
first of two Iong blasts, and the “Delta” 
ought to have stopped sooner, Orders 
for hard-astarboard and stop came at 
about the same time, and there was no- 
justification for the hard-astarboard 
order. Alteralion, of course, was quite 
wrong, and ‘made the collision inevit-: 
able. The “Delta’s” engines were not 
reversed immediately the “City of 
Khios” was seen.

PLAGUE. CASES 
DISCUSSION BY THE SANITARY 
BOARD - 


DISINFECTION ORDERS. a 


‘A meeting of the Sanitary. Board 
was held yesterday. afternoon, when 
the following were present:— 

Mr. W. J. Carrie, President, the Hon. 
Mr. R. A, C. North, the Hon. Mr. J. P. 
Braga, Dr. H, A. Fawcett, M.0.H., Dr. 
W. V. M. Koch, Mr. M. K. Lo; Mr. 
Wong. Kwong-tin and Mr. T. N. Chau. 

The President laid on the table a 
minute by the Medical Officer of Health 
relating to the recent case of plague, 
and informed the mecting that a second 
case had oteurred in the house adja- 
cent to the one in which the first case 
was discovered. 

The plague situation now amounted 
to two human cases and four, infected 
rats, three.cf which were captured -in 
the house from which the first case was 
reported, and the fourth elsewhere. 

The Presicent then proceeded to re- 
ply to various questions raised by Mr. 
Wong Kwong-Llin on the minute.

ing, Mr. Carrie said that when this

CHINESE ILL-TREATED 
Consul-General on Hardships at 
Vladivostok 

The alleged - ill-treatment of 
Chinese by the Soviet Russian 
authorities in Vladivostok as a re- 
sult of the severance of diploma- 
tie relations was.the subject of an 
interview granted to members of 
the vernacular press by Mr. Hsu 
Hsiung-chang, the Chinese Consul- 
Genera] in that port. : 

Mr. Hsu said that, before the 
rupture of diplomatic relations be-- 
tween China and Soviet Russia, 
there were no fewer than -30,000 
Chinese citizens in Vladivostok and. 
this number was closely followed 
by Koreans.. There was a very 
large Japanese community and the 
number of Europeans was by no 
Means small. Prior to the Russian 
revolution, stated Mr. Hsu, Chinese 
citizens owned properties in Vladi- 
vostok valued at an immense sum 
of money but, after the Soviet came 
into power, these properties were 
seized and confiscated by the Reds. 

Owing to their change of policy 
in 1925, the Soviet returned al! 
Chinese-owned houses to their 
owners.* This, however, was purely 
nominal, because the Soviet laws 
did not allow private individuals to 
own properties so the Chinese could 
mot sell their holdings. Moreover, 
said Mr, Hsu, there were numerous 
taxes, such as the land tax, -ap- 
praising tax, bonus tax, social pro- 
tection tax, etc., which were impos: 
ed on house-owners. Chinese, 
being the largest owners in this 
respect, suffered most and Chinese 
trade. ceased to exist. 
so-called foodstuffs

Therefore, 
the mention of a case to the Board was 
merely anticipating publication by 24 
hours. . 

Concluding, Mr. Carrie said he 
thought members of the Board would 
appreciate the excellent work of the 
staff of Sanitary Board inspectars in 
the intensive cleaning done in the dis- 
trict where the first ease of plague was 
discovered. ;

FAN LENG' MURDER 


FURTHER ‘DETAILS OF THE 
OUTRAGE 


CLAN. FEUD SUGGESTED 

Further details were available 
yesterday afternoon concerning the 
customs vutrage on the Tang 
family at Fanling. It now trans- 
pired that the ‘Tangs, who are from 
the Waichow district, fad made 
their fortune in Lima, Peru, from 
whence they reburned about two 
years ago. : 

The house where the alleged 
handits raided were occupied by two 
brothers and their families. The 
elder brother, Mr. Tang Kwan- 
leung, is the head of the Koon War 
Tai firm, and the younger brother, 
Tang Shiding, was the one that 
was foully murdered. [In all there 
were. bout SO in the house at the 
time. : ; 

Revenge The Motive 

It was suggested that the motive 
of the outrage was revenge. The 
assailants, about 20-in number, were 
all natives of the same district as 
the Tang family, and it was said 
that the fact the deceased Tang had 
married « Peruvian lady did not find 
favour among his compatriots. It 
was also thought that inside assist- 

cen piven to the attackers. 
assailants arrived at the 
house whortly after midnight and 
surrounded the place. _ 

The robbers were stated to be 
heavily armed, each carrying a 
stock Mauser pistol and plenty of 
ammunition. Others were seen to 
carry rifles, while the sporting 
vuns, which the degeased picked up 
on being aroused, .were also taken 
by the robbers. The robbers were 
all masked and wore black cloth- 
ing. x casts, g 
Wall Scaled 
_ The wall was climbed by means 
of an improvised ladder constructed 
of two lranches, with three steps 
nailed and others tied with cord. 
By means of this-certain members 
of the gang gained access to the back 
courtyard and broke down a light 
door leading intu the backyard. The 
back door of the house, some few 
feet away, was. also forced open. 
This doar, however, was bolted top 


| and ‘bottom with a Yale lock in the 


_ 


centre. It was also of wood like the 
other door and the robbers had no 
trouble in breaking it down. The 
bolts were forced and the lock 
broken by a revolver shot. 

Shet“in Cold Blood 


The elder brother and his family 
occupied the second floor. of the 
house, while the younger brother 
Jived on the ground floor.: The lat- 
ter's wife was tha first to be aroused 
‘by the report of the shot and the 
cries of the gardener. 

She woke her husband, who got up 
and picked up his two sporting guns_ 
He was just donning his jacket when 
three en entered the room. They 
pushed ‘the husband out into the 
passage way, and the wife, who ran 
back into the room owing to the 
terrified cries of her baby. 
terrified cries of her baby, 
the report of a shot. 

$1,000 in Cash 


She did not know it was her hus- 
band who had been shot in cold 
blood, and she picked up her child 
and ran upstairs by the front stair- 
way. She reeollected passing a 
form lying ‘in the passage way but 
|did not know that it was her hus- 
band’s body. 

The robbers divided themselves 
and ransacked the whoie house. 
Ten men searched the rooms on the 
ground floor while the others at- 
tended to the upper floors. 

The robbers went away with 
$1,000 in cash, several articles of 
jewollery'and the gardener and Tang 
Fong, aged 16, a’son of the elder 
brother of the deceased. The son 
was dressed in European clothes and 
is a student of the Diocesan Boys’ 
School: The gang left the house by 
the front gate, which they broke 
open, and headed towards the 
Chinese border. 


Gardenér Released 


Ii has been reported that the 
robbers made their escape by means 
of, a motor-car which was waiting 
for them. This, it new appears, 
waa the impression of the Indian 
guard. of the house, who-claimed 
that he fired at the car.

QUESTIONS A ASKED AT 
SANITARY BOARD 


: OFFICIAL REPLIES

At yesterday's meeting of the 
Sanitary Board, Mr. Wong Kwong- 
tin asked: a 46 

“Has the attention of the 

Head of the Sanitary Department 

‘been drawn te the comments in 

a Chinese newspapers on the 

subject af refuse washed up on 

the North Point Bathing Beach 
in whic» it is - suggested that 
this may be refuse removed by 
the Sanitary Department; and 
will he say if in his opinion 

there’ is any truth in such a 

suggestion.” . 

The President—The articles in 
the.Chinese newspapers have been 
brought to my notice. I have ‘con- 
sulted the Deputy Harbour Master 
regarding the flow of the tides in 
the harbour and‘ it seems quite im- 
possible for refuse dumped at sea 
by the Sanitary Department barges 
ever to reach North Point. 

A chart of the harbour is on view. 
Refuse is dumped off the island of 


Kau I Chau, the position having 
been chosen after consultation with 
the Harbour Master many years 
ago. The set of the tides together 
with the flow from the Canton river 
normally takes the refuse down the 
West Lamma Channel. A little 
may go down the East Lamma 
Channel. At certain states of the 
tide the refuse at first travels north 
until it meets the river flow when 
it is swept right out to sea. Even 
if it entered the western ond of the 
harbour it could not reach North 
Point before the next tide would 
sweep it out again. It has never 
been seen east of Stonecutters 
Island. 

I can think of no way in which 
refuse dumped at Kau I Chau could 
reach North Point unless it en- 
circled the island and entered by 
Lyemun, which,.I think you will 
agree, is, to say the least, unlikely.

PROVIDENT FUND 
AN ALLEGED INJUSTICE IN 
MALACCA 

Once again what has always ap- 
peared to us to be the “immoral” 
outlook in regard to institutional 
provident funds has 
says the “Singapore Free . Press” 
of August 21... In Malacca a Muni- 
cipal employee was convicted in the 
local court of -receiving an illegal 
gratification, was sentenced and 

was dismissed from service. The 
question then arose in Municipal 
Commission according to the report | 
in the ‘Malacca Guardian’ as to what 
was to happen in regard to his 
Provident Find contributions. It 
seemed that it” was generally 
agreed that in any case the’ Muni- 
cipal “contribution towards the em- 
ployee’s Provident Fund account 
must revert to the Municipality. 
That seems a course of action for 
which sound arguments might pro- 
bably be discoverable. After that 
however, the question remained a3 
to what was to happen to the em- 
ployee’s own contributions, and it is 
in regard to these that the same 
spirit of despoilment and injustice 
prevailed which has been notice- | 
able in previous similar cases else- 
where. In the first place it was 
stated that everything was fore- 
feited automatically unless the | 
Commissioners decided to return it. 

Startling Suggestion 


In the second place the President 
made the startling suggestion that 
“none of the money should be re- 
turned but that some of it should 
be diverted to payment of the man’s 
debts.” Exactly. what right the 
President imagines he has to dic- 
tate to a former employee, merely 
because he happens to have com- 
mitted an offence, how his savings 
should be arbitrarily disposed of, 
Heaven alone knows—unless per- 
haps it be Hell where such an idea 
might well be conceived and 
brought forth. In any case this 
extraordinary conception was ap- 
parently abandoned because it was 
eventually discovered that the 
money “could. only be retained in 
the Fund or returned to the offen- 
der.” 

In common justice there is only 
one course which ean be rightly 
pursued in these cases and that 
is the return of the money to the 
person to whom the money belongs.

Thus he can- 
not be an cmployce unless he agrees 
to join the Provident Fund, and it 
is easy to see that this provision, 
originally intended as a well-mean- 
img rule to ensure thrift, ean be- 
come nothing more than an instru- 
ment of unbearable tyranny. There 
can be no shadow of doubt in the 
mind of any upright man that con- 
tributions which are paid in for 
“provident” purpores, are sacred 
from confiscation or retention 
merely beeause their owner has 
lapsed from grace. 
Alse a Guarantee 

We are not aware of course of the 
partictlar rules of the Malacea 
Municipa] Provident .Fund and it 
may well be that they contain provi- 
sions which make the fund in real- 
ity a “Provident cum Guaran- 
tee Fund” and if that be so the 
actual application of this Malacca 
instance may he wide of the mark. 
But our wish is not so much to call 


iattention to the Malacca instance 
Any other course makes the body | 


as to protest against that 
spirit which is so ready to extend 
the area of a‘man’s lapse into crime 
over his whole existence, by decree- 
ing that savings—which he has 
made in all good faith before ever 
he was tempted, or even perhaps 
possibility of 
being tempted—are tainted by his 
temporary fall from grace, We 
have hazy notions that it is one of 
the most ancient principles of Eng- 
lish law that a man should not be

LOCAL SURVEYS 


SOME OF THE WORK DONE 
IN 1928 


PRAYA EAST RE RECLAMATION 

The following passages até takes 
from the section of the annual report 
of the P.W.D, for 1928 regarding 
surveys :— 

Surveys were made for plans to be 
attached to Crown Leases of 312 lots. 
Boundaries of numerous lots were set 
ont for the Drainage, Gencral Works 
and Roads Offices. In Hong Kong 43 
frontage lines to streets were checked 
and in Kowloon and New Kowloon 159. 
Boundaries of 112 lots in Hong Kong 
and_156 lots in Kowloon and New Kow- 
loon were defi/ed and in addition in 
the latter neighbourhoods 30 areas 
were defined which were to be let on 
permit for various periods and 224 
sites for pigsties. 

On the Praya East - Reclamation, 
roads were set out to a length of over 
8,000 feet and permanent marks were 
left by means of piles which were 
driven into the Reelamaticn. A_ nail 
was driven into the top of each pile 
and valued sc that any ‘future setting 
out can be readily “undertaken. Con- 
siderable time was: lost on setting out 
lots in this locality as it was found that 
pickets, even when surroyinded by eon- 
erete, were pulled out of the loose 
ground and many times had to be re- 


placed. 7 


A contour survey of Waglan Island 
was made and plotted toa scale of 20 
feet to one inch with vertical intervals 
of 6 feet. This survey also included 
detail of all duildings and high and low 
water marks.

Several plans were prepared by. 
the Architectural Office in connec- 
tion with the Layeut Scheme for 
the, Air Port. i 

A contract. was let on September 
20, 1928 to Messrs. Sang Lee & Co. 
for $310,250.00 in connection with 
the work being carried out by the 
General Works Office. . 

The work has been divided into 
the following sub-heads and the 
undernoted progress has been made 
on each. 

(a.) -Resumptions. — Permanent 
and temporary resumptions wer! 
made and erop compensation agreed 
upon for the purpose of laying a 
light railway track to the site of 
the cutting face, over a. length of 
approximately 2,000 feet. 
Estimates, $1,186,250.00 
{ Expenditure, veseeees $1,091,579.10 

(b.) Forming “reclamation in- 
cluding completion.of. sea -walls, 
nullahs, surfacing and-drainage-— 
Under this head approximately 600 
lineal feet of centre pier were built 
in.No. 2 nullah and approximately 
6,000 cubic yards of earth surfacing 
deposited on the reclamation. 

(c.) ‘Covering of nullahs—aAll 
steel for the reinforcement of the 
decking to nullahs was received 
from England and about 600 lineal 
feet of decking were laid _on 
November 2 nullah.

Expenditure, $104,339.15 

(d.) Sea Plane Slipway.—This 
work which is being carried out by 
the Port Works Office includes the 
construction of a slipway 386 feet 
in length and 40 feet in width, at}2 
a grade of 1 in 20, having at its 
outer end a depth of 6 feet of water 
at L.W.O.S.T., the diversion of a 
nullah on the ‘west side of the slip- 
way site and the reclamation of a 
site for aircraft sheds. A contract 
was let on July 10 for the construc- 
tion of the work less the erection 
of the sheds. The work executed 
up to the end of the year included 
the dredging of 12,500 cu. yds. of 
silt overlying the hard, the deposi- 
tion of 15,300 cu. yds. of pell-mell 
rubble to provide foundations for 
the slipway, nullah diversion and

“LOCAL BUILDINGS _ 


WORK UNDER THE ORDINANCE 


IN 1928 


GREATER, ACTIVITY 

A further increase has to be record- 
ed in the number of new works, dealt 
with under the Buildings Ordinance in- 
1928, as compared with the previous 
year. 

The number of domestic’ buildings 
completed’ at ‘the end of the year also 
shows an increase over the figures for 
1927, In most districts the works 
which were in progress at the end ‘of 
1928 is an indication that the number 
of houses completed: during the year 
1929 will probably be even greater than 
1928. - As regards “non-domestic” 
buildings, the number actually ecom- 
pleted at the end of 1928 was less than 
the previous year, but a considerable 
amount of work was in progress, so 
that the figures-for 1929 will probably 
show a corresponding increase, as in 
the case of domestic buildings.

MANDATE UNCHANGED 
London, Yesterday. 

The Colonia) Office,- after mak- 
ing’ reference to the steps taken 
to restore order in Palestine, and 
the measures adopted in respect 
of the trial of many of those ar- 
rested, announces that a Commis- 
sion of Enquiry will proceed to 
Palestine this month to énquire 
into the immediate causes of the 
recent outbreaks, including the ex- 
tent to which they may be regard- 
ed as preconcerted, or due to or- 
ganiged action. 

The Chairman of the Commis- 
sion will be Sir Walter Shaw, 
with whom will be associated 
three Members of Parliament, 
selected from each of the three 
political parties. 4 

[Sir Walter Shaw -was formerly 
Acting Chief Justice at Granada, and 
Chief Justice, British Honduras, and 
the Straits Settlements (1921-25). 
He was Acting Administrator at St. 
Vincent from 1911-12.] 

The Palestine Mandate 
“London, Later. 

The Colonial Office, in view of 
the suggestions made in certain 
quarters, states that the British 
Government wishes to make clear 
that there is no idea. of, recon- 
sidering the British tenure of the 
Palestine mandate. No enquiry is 
contemplated which might alter 
Great Britain’s position in regard 
to the mandate, or the policy laid 
down by the Balfour Declaration. 
The enquiry now initiated, there- 
fore, will be limited to the immedi- 
ate emergency, and will not extend 
considerations to the major policy. 
When the report is received the 
Government will earnestly con- 
sider along what lines, within the 
terms of the mandate, their future 
policy in Palestine should be 
directed. 

Position Generally Quiet - 
London, Yesterday. 

The situation in Palestine - is 
deseribed by the 
to-night as generally quiet, but 
local incidents occurred in the 
north. 

An attack on 1 the Police bar- 
racks at Hattin, eight miles west’ 
of Tiberias, on Sunday night, was 
successfully repilsed. There was 
slight hand-to-hand fighting at 
Yesudhamala, north of Lake 
Tiberias, and some arrests were 
made. British troops suffered no 
casualties. The genera] attitude 
of the trans-Jordanian Tribes is 
satisfactory, except in two small 
areas in the north.—Reuter.
